He  served  as  a lieutenant  in 
the  supply  corps  of  the  Navy 
during  the  war,  and  upon  leaving 
active  duty  became  personnel 
administrator  for  the  Veterans 
Administration  regional  office.

Hnising  Plan  Prepared  For  Fall 
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Legislators  Approve  Cabinet  Plan 


New  Members 
To  Serve 
As  Advisors 

Legislative  council  approved  a 
plan  to  incorporate  a cabinet  into 
student  government  Monday 
night,  as  the  council  heard  the 
final  report  by  the  committee  in- 
vestigating student  government. 

The  cabinet  will  include  the 
AMS  and  AWS  presidents,  IOC 
president,  the  intramural  direc- 
tor, dance  chairman,  assembly 
chairman,  director  of  off  campus 
affairs,  pep  'activity  chairman, 
and  a director  of  campus  pub- 
licity. 

The  cabinet  members  will 
serve  in  an  advisory  capacity  to 
the  executive  council,  but  will 
^bt  as  heads  of  their  respective 
departments. 

Appointive  Powers 

It  was  pointed  out  by  Russ 
Mickelson,  committee  chairman, 
that  all  power  to  accept  or  re- 
ject the  recommendations  will 
rest  with  the  executive  council, 
since  the  authority  to  form  the 
cabinet  is  derived  from  the  presi- 
dent’s appointive  powers.  All  cab- 
inet members,  except  AMS,  AWS 
and  IOC  presidents  and  the  fac- 
ulty-appointed intramural  direc- 
tor will  be  appointed  by  the  ex- 
ecutive council-,  subject  to  ap- 
proval by  the  legislative  council. 

Under  the  recommendation, 
cabinet  members  will  organize 
their  own  departments,  and  full 
directive  powers  will  be  placed 
in  the  cabinet  posts.  Executive 
council  members  will  have  direct 
responsibility  for  cabinet  activi- 
ties, however. 

Direct  Responsibility 

According  to  the  report,  AMS, 
AWS  and  IOC  presidents  will  be 
directly  under  the  studentbody 
president,  while  the  first  vice- 
president  will  oversee  activities 
of  the  assembly  chairman  and  the 
off-campus  relations  director.

Abodes  Must 
Be  Approved 
By  University 

“It  is  proposed  that  all  stu- 
dents live  in  approved  housing, 
as  an  entrance  requirement  to 
the  University  next  year,”  it  was 
announced  Monday  night  in  a 
special  report  by  Dean  William 
F.  Edwards  to  the  legislative 
council. 

Dean  Edwards  appealed  to  stu- 
dent leaders  to  investigate  the 
plan  and  to  support  it  whole- 
heartedly, emphasizing  that  stu- 
dent support  is  necessary  to  the 
success  of  the  plan. 

In  speaking  of  the  importance 
of  the  plan,  Dean  Edwards  point- 
ed out  that  environment  is  an 
essential  factor  in  a student’s 
success,  and  that  it  is  desirable 
that  every  student  be  furnished 
a favorable  environment  in 
which  to  pursue  his  school  work. 

Students  who  live  in  approved 
housing  will  be  under  no  direct 
contract  obligations,  other  than 
that  they  will  be  expected  to 
have  a security  deposit  and  main- 
tain certain  standards.  This  de- 
posit will  be  forfeited  if  the  stu- 
dent leaves  without  good  reason 
before  the  end, of  the  school  year. 
However,  any  legitimate  cause 
will  entail  the  return  of  the  de- 
posit. It  was  pointed  out  by  Dean 
Edwards  that  householders  will 
encourage  the  maintainance  of 
University  and  Church  standards 
in  the  available  housing,  but  that 
students  will  be  free  to  come 
and  go  as  they  please. 

The  housing  committee  will 
meet  this  week  and  next  with 
Provo  householders  to  present 
the  plan  to  them.  It  was  borught 
out  during  the  report  Monday 
night  that  the  success  of  the 
plan  depends  on  a sufficiency  of 
available  housing,  plus  the  co- 
operation of  students  and  house- 
holders.

Speaking  to  members  and 
guests  of  the  Beta  Mu  chapter  of 
the  fraternity,  the  governor  stat- 
ed that  the  only  solution  to  the 


country’s  financial  problem  was 
to  return  to  a concept  of  individ- 
ual integrity  and  enterprise. 

A special  feature  of  the  fra- 
ternity meeting  was  the  presenta- 
tion of  honorary  achievement 
awards  to  Dean  Christen  Jensen 
for  his  achievements  as  a histor- 
ian and  political  scientist,  and  to 
Pres.  J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jr.,  as  in- 
ternational statesman  and  church 
leader.

Franklin  Roosevelt  once  irrita- 
ed  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution  oy  addressing  them 
as  "ieiiow  immigrants.”  In  so 
doing,  he  was  just  telling  them 
that' everybody  in  these  old  Unit- 
ed States  (except  maybe  the 
Indians)  came  over  in  a boat.  Yet, 
those  who  came  over  in  the  first 
boat  have  always  considered 
themselves  just  a little  bit  (if 
not  a whole  lot)  better  than  the 
fellow  who  came  in  the  second 
boau 

This  may  seem  odd,  but 
irs  true,  in  fact,  our  immi- 
gration laws  reflect  this  feel- 
ing. A large  part  of  our  pop- 
ulation feels  inherently  su- 
perior to  tnose  wno  nave  just 
immigrated  or  those  who  are 
trying  to  immigrate. 

Last  year,  congress  passed  the 
McCarran-Walter  Immigration 
and  Nationality  Act  over  the  veto 
oi  ex-president  Truman.  While 
the  bill  was  before  congress,  it 
met  no  significant  opposition. 
Yet,  only  a few  months;  and 
both  candidates  for  the  presi- 
dency had  vigorously  denounced 
the  bill  as  un-American  and 
proposed  that  it  be  repealed. 

Basically,  the  McCarran-Walter 
act  is  only  a codification  of  al- 
ready existing  statutes  and  ad- 


ministrative practices.  Why,  then, 
since  the  act  contained  nothing 
new,  did  it  meet  almost  universal 
condemnation'/ 

The  act  set  a yearly  quota 
of  immigrants,  to  be  alloca- 
ted according  to  national  or- 
igin— those  who  came  first 
should  continue  to  come  be-  - 
fore  others.  Each  year,  Eng- 
land can  send  65,000,  Italy 
6,000,  and  Greece  only  300 
inunigrants  to  the  U.S.  These 
figures  are  obtained  from 
the  percent  of  English,  Ital- 
ian, and  Greek  blood  in  the 
1920  census.  So  today,  an 
Englishman  can  immigrate 
almost  immediately,  because 
the  English  quota  is  not  fill- 
ed. The  Greek  waits.  Maybe 
he  can  come  by  the  year 
2000. 

Wouldn’t  it  be  better  to  allow 
immigration  on  a first  come- 
first  served  basis;  regardless  of 
race?  Wouldn’t  this  give  mean- 
ing, in  our  day,  to  the  words  on 
the  Statue  of  Liberty?  "Give  me 
your  tired,  your  poor,  your  hud- 
dled masses  yearning  to  breathe 
free,  the  wretched  refuse  of  your 
teeming  shore.  Send  these,  the 
homeless,  tempest-tossed  to  me. 
I light  my  lamp  beside  the  golden 
door!”

Editor’s  note:  This  is  the 
j third  article  in  a series  de- 
signed to  evaluate  Brigham 
Young  University,  academic- 
ally, socially  and  spiritually, 
with  the  intent  of  determin- 
ing its  strength  and  weak- 
nesses. Today’s  article  covers 
the  social  phase. 

Social  activities  are  some- 
what over-emphasized  at 
Brigham  Young  University! 

However,  not  to  a danger- 
ous degree,  reveals  a UNI- 
VERSE poll  of  faculty  mem- 
bers and  students.  The  re- 
sults indicate  a question  on 
the  part  of  the  students  on 
how  to  find  time  to  enjoy 
every  activity  offered,  but 
further  emphasizes  that 
they’re  not  really  worried 
about  it.  As  one  student  stat- 
ed, “plenty  of  social  doings, 
but  please  don’t  cut  any 
! out.” 

Student  Social  Trend 

With  the  reasoning  that 
this  is  a university  of  a 
church  which  advocates  the 
physical,  mental  and  moral 
education  of  its  members, 
the  general  student  trend  is 
the  emphasis  of  getting  along 
in  a social  way. 

The  survey  brought  out 
that  the  degree  of  social  ac- 
tivity determined  to  a large 
extent  the  dgree  of  school  ^ 
spirit.  Thus,  more  parties 
and  more  dancing  results  in 
a bigger  yell  at  basketball 
games.  Participation  in  ex- 
tra-curricular activities  gives 
J the  student  a broader  out- 
1 look  and  enables  him  to  feel 
M a closer  affinity  to  the  uni- 
§j  versity  and  for  what  it 
M stands. 

H Most  of  the  excessive  cam- 
H pus  socializing  is  done  by  a 
j§  minority  of  students  in  social 
gj  units.  Actually  then,  there  is 
m room  for  more  participation 
1 by  more  students. 

Lowers  Standards 
I The  lowering  of  the  aca- 
demic standard,  with  more 
value  placed  on  the  social 
aspect  instead  of  the  liberal 
arts  learning  was  given  as 
the  main  reason  against  too 
much  socializing.  Students 
try  to  join  too  many  organi- 
zations, get  on  too  many 
committees  and  go  to  too 
many  dances  and  parties. 
Consequently,  the  academic 


standing  of  each  of  these  stu-  j§ 
• dents  suffers. 

Generally  those  polled  felt  M 
' that  the  purpose  of  socializ-  J 
ing  was  to  learn  how  to  get  1 
along  with  every  different  M 
type  of  person.  The  satura-  M 
tion  and  consequently  the  M 
leveling-off  point  was  at-  1 
tained  when  a person  could  j§ 
meet  almost  any  type  of  §§ 
social  situation.  This  is  a | 
radical  change  from  the  1 
viewpoint  of  socializing  for  M 
fun  alone. 

The  utopian  social  concept  j| 
as  interpreted  by  the  faculty 
and  students  included  exten- 
sive participation  in  activi- 
ties that  would  best  serve  the 
school.  Hence,  service  groups 
were  cited  as  outstanding 
outlets  for  activity  outside  of 
classwork.  Each  student 
should  learn  to  serve  at  col- 
lege in  order  to  be  of  use  in  g 
the  community  in  later  life,  g 
Varied  Answers 

How  many  hours  a week  1 
should  be  devoted  to  fun  and  g 
the  development  of  the  per-  1 
sonality?  This  question  M 
brought  many  varied  ans-  M 
wers.  The  minimum  extreme  1 
was  emphasized  by  "a  meet-  j§ 
ing  a week,”  with  the  rest  of  M 
the  time  set  aside  for  study  g 
and  contemplation.  One  felt  g 
that  one  or  two  nights  a §f 
week  should  be  set  aside  for  g 
social  activities  which  would  j| 
include  nights  for  concerts,  ffj 
lyceums  and  dates.  Another  §§ 
maintained  that  everyone  g 
should  belong  to  at  least  one  j§ 
social  organization  and  one  1 
service  organization  and  en-  M 
joy  only  those  activities 
sponsored  by  each. 

The  maximum  extreme  | 
provided  for  at  least  2-3 
hours  a night  for  socializing. 

A middle  road  through  the  1 
above  extremes  seemed  to 
express  the  well-rounded  in- 
dividual’s opinion,  according  § 
to  the  poll.  This  indicates  | 
that  the  personal  preference  | 
might  be  guided  somewhat  | 
by  conscience  and  a sincere 
desire  to  advance  academic- 
ally. 

There  it  is,  socially  the  j 
BYU  is  active,  perhaps  to  the  j 
extreme — but  it  is  generally  1 
felt  that  tffis  situation  is  best 
for  the  modern  college  stu- 
dent’s well-balanced  educa- 
tion.

Track  Prospects  Good

Since  Coach  Clarence  Robison  has  taken  over  the  position  as 
head  track  mentor  here  at  the  Y our  track  teams  have  shown  marked 
improvement  with  every  succeeding  year. 

The  youngest  member  of  the  BYU  coaching  staff,  “Robbie,”  a nick- 
name that  has  stuck  with  him  since  his  college  days,  was  setting 
conference  records  at  BYU  just  five  and  six  years  ago.  His  specialties 
were  the  one  and  two  mile  runs  and  some  of  his  conference  records 
are  still  holding. 

On  top  of  the  admirable  conference  record  he  set  while  here 
at  school,  Coach  Robison  was  also  chosen  as  a member  of  the 
Olympic  track  team  that  represented  the  United  States  in  Europe 
back  in  1948. 

This  year’s  prospects  looked  good  for  Robison  and  the  Cougar 
track  men.  In  preseason,  the  Brighams  looked  strong  when  Fuenning 
and  Bonham  picked  up  national  recognition  for  their  strong  showing 
in  the  100-yard  dash  and  high  jump  at  a meet  down  on  the  Coast. 

Robbie  then  took  his  team  to  Arizona  State  where  they  pulled 
one  of  the  most  surprising  upsets  of  the  year  by  handily  beating 
the  Sundevils. 

First  duel  meet  in  Conference  competition  was  with  Montana— 
somehow  or  other  we  got  beat.  The  “Grizzlies”  showed  more  power 
than  most  observers  thought  they  had.  Second  Conference  duel  meet 
was  with  Utah,  and  it  looked  as  if  we  were  going  to  win  even  with- 
out the  services  of  Bob  Bills,  our  second  fastest  sprinter  who  is  al- 
ways counted  on  for  points.  Things  were  going  great  until  Fuenning 
Pulled  a muscle  in  the  220  and  for  the  first  time  this  year  in  a 
conference  meet,  he  came  in  second.  Utah  edged  us  out  by  a couple 
of  points. 

Finally  the  luckless  Brigham  Young  trackmen  came  through 
with  their  first  conference  victory  Saturday,  beating  the  AC  by 
better  than  20  points. 

Fuenning  recovered  in  time  to  take  control  of  the  100  and  220 
and  Jarman  picked  up  twin  wins  in  the  weights.  Bob  Bills  was  still 
out  with  an  infected  leg,  but  Dick  Millet  got  us  points  in  the  hurdles 
We  also  scored  a win  in  the  mile. 

Call  it  what  you  may  but  we  think  the  thig  the  Cougar  track- 
sters  lack  most  this  year  are  a few  good  breaks.  And  if  things  would 
have  gone  a little  better  we  feel  sure  the  track  team  as  a whole 
would  be  right  up  on  top.

Faith  in  Gospel 

Pres.  J.  Reuben  Clark  delivered 
a stirring  address  in  yesterday’s 
devotional  on  the  subject  “Jesus 
Christ  our  Head.”  “To  me  it  is 
an  absorbing  subject,”  he  said. 

President  Clark  began  by  em- 
phasizing that  no  one  can  ration- 
alize God,  Jesus,  or  other  princi- 
ples of  the  gospel.  He  repeatedly 
admonished  both  the  students 
and  faculty,  “to  cultivate  a simple 
faith.”  He  further  counseled, 
“Don’t  be  too  concerned  if  by 
your  reason  you  cannot  under- 
stand all  the  teachings  of.

Elaborating  upon  this  theme, 
President  Clark  referred  back  to 
the  great  Council  in  Heaven.

He  emphasized  how  the  atone- 
ment was  to  save  man  from  both 
physical  and  spiritual  death,  and 
the  essentiality  of  free  agency  in 
this  program.  Then  the  veteran 
Church  leader  referred  to  the 
life  of  Christ  and  the  miracles 
he  and  his  disciples  performed. 
“You  can’t  rationalize  miracles,” 
he  said,  “you  must  take  them 
on  faith.” 

In  conclusion,  he  quoted  from 
the  great  testimonies  of  Peter 
and  Job.  Then  he  encouraged  all 
to  cultivate  such  testimonies,  for 
by  them  we  receive  “hope,  cour- 
age, and  determination.”

There  is  something  glorious 
about  perfection;  and  the  night 
the  Boston  Symphony  came  to 
Provo  there  was  a combination 
that  totaled  musical  perfection.

Combine  all 
this  with  the  beautiful  acoustics 
of  our  J.  S.  auditorium  and.  . . . 
how  good  can  one  concert  be? 

Exacting  Treatment 
©f  the  works  presented,  the 
least  interesting  but  still  beauti- 
ful was  the  familiar  “Der  Rosen- 
kavalier”  Suite  of  Strauss.  The 


“Beethoven  Second”  is  one  of  the 
lesser  played  Beethoven  sym- 
phonies, but  a very  nice  one. 
Tuesday  night  it  was  even  color- 
ful. We  especially  enjoyed  hear- 
all  of  the  “Firebird  Suite”  of 
Stravinsky  instead  of  just  the 
few  measures  that  are  used  for 
background  music  for  radio  mur- 
der-mysteries. This  work,  too,  re- 
ceived a more  exciting  than  usual 
treatment  at  the  hands  of  Mon- 
teux and  Company. 

Concert  Favorite 
An  excellent  choice  for  an  en- 
core was  the  brief,  rousing  (loud) 
“Bacoksky  March”  of  Berlioz. 
(This  piece  has  alawys  been  a 
favorite  of  concert  audiences. 
When  it  was  first  presented  in 
Berlioz’  own  lifetime  as  part  of 
his  “Damnation  of  Faust,”  the 


audience  encored  the  “March” 
four  times.) 

Far  and  away  the  most  unusu- 
al, most  exciting,  and  most  en- 
thusiastically performed  was  the 
very  thrilling  Creston  “Sym- 
phony No.  2.”  There  was  not  a 
person  in  the  audience  that  was 
not  swept  away  with  this  excel- 
lent piece  of  contemporary  music. 

“Dream  Concert” 

It  was  a dream  of  a concert; 
almost  too  good  to  be  true. 
Cheers  to  all  the  people,  especial- 
ly Dr.  Clark,  who  made  it  pos- 
sible.- The  standing  ovation  the 
orchestra  and  Mr.  Monteux  re- 
ceived came  from  an  audience 
that  realized  that  the  Boston 
Symphony  was  one  of  the  un- 
forgetable  events  of  a lifetime.
